A STIFF FIGHT. 


CHURCHILL DETERMINED TO GIVE NO 
QUARTER TO THE PARNELLITES. 


The Irish Leader’s Bill to Be Fought Bitterly 
~—Fears that the Irish Members Will Be 
Suspended—Alleged Scheme of Bismarck 
to Put Peter of Oldenburg on the Bulga“ 
rian Throne—The Russo-Chinese Difficulty 
Settled—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, September 10.—Chamberiain and 
his bosom friend, Jesse Collings, are 
going on an eastern tour, and have decided 
to have nothing to do with Parnell’s 
Dill. It is ali a trick,’’ said 
Collings to me last night. We shall do noth- 
ing to reopen the controversy settled in July. 
Accordingly a Unionist whip was arranged for 
about a score of Unionists to remain in 
London and vote against the bill. Harting- 
ton will probabiy speak against it. The 
Irishmen now recognize the bill as doomed. 
Their anxiety now ig to make it so moderate 
that they may havea good case to put before 
the English’ conétituencies. A stiff fight 
is expected between Churchill and the 
Parnellites. The former, finding that he 
has the whole Liberal- Unionists at his back, 
has decided to let Parnell do his worst and 
finish the civil service estimates before 
carrying out the promise to give a 
day for Parnell’s bill. The Radicals will 
support the Irishmen in helping to keep the 
discussion of estimates alive. Unless the 
Irishmen are extremely prudent there will be 
a repetition of the old trouble. A politician in 
Parnell’s confidence said: We should not be 
surprised if all the Irishmen were named and 
suspended before the end of the week.’’ 

THE BULGARIAN MUDDLE. 

There is no confirmation of the Standara’s re- 
port that an English note has been sent to the 
powers protesting against the isolation of En- 
gland. The Liberals’ advice to the Government 
is to wait till the triple alliance shows 
its hand. Turkey is stirring and the 
inference that England is behind 
her. The Liberals would like to 
see an alliance of the Latin powers and 
England against the three empires. There is 
a rumor that Bismarck and De Giers are in- 
triguing to put Peter of Oldenburg on the Bul- 
garian throne, Germany taking over his 
claims to the Grand Dachy.

ENGLARp’S VETO. 

St. PETERSBURG, September 10.—The Novoe 
Vremya says: Of ail the signers of the Berlin 
treaty England alone appears inclined to op- 
pose Russia’s Bulgarian policy. Russia must 
know whether England’s intention is serious 
in order to prepare herself to take measures 
accordingly, as Russia will not be brought to 
a standstill by fngland’ veto. 

RUSSIA'S SOLICITUDB. 

The Journal de St. Petersbourg says: Prince 
Alexander’s proclamation of departure con- 
tains a mention of alleged Russian assurances 
given to bim. For reasons useless to discuss 
Russia could not make any engagement with 
Prince Alexander. In view, however, of the 
party struggle in Bulgaria and the agitation 
of the public mind which the 
proclamation bas caused, the Russian 
agents in Bulgaria have been instructed to in- 
form the Bulgarian people that Russia is dis- 
posed to exert her influence to establish party 
concord and restore quiet. Russia will not 
withhold her support from any legally con- 
stituted provisional government guided by 
non-partisan interests, and conducted for the 
general welfare. Russia is willing to apply 
herself to the task of removing dis- 
sensions, from the painful consequences of 
which Bulgaria has already suffered too much. 
Russia is in hopes that the Bulgarian Nation 
and her representatives will be able to appre- 
ciate these counsels and act accordingly. 

WILL PROBABLY GO TO ENGLAND. 

LONDON, September 10.—Prince Henry of 
Battenburg, husband of Princess Beatrice, and 
brother of Prince Alexander, the late ruler of 


' Rulgaria, has left Balmoral Castle for Darm- 


piadt. He intends to bring Prince Alexander 
to Balmoral, 
FERVENT LOYALTY TO ALEXANDER. 

Vrenna, September 10.—The Neue Freie 
Presse publishes a dispatch from Sofia which 
states that the officers of the Bulgarian army 
stationed there met yesterday and adopted 
resolutions pledging themselves in fervent 
loyalty to Prince Alexander, and expressing 
themselves as confident that he wouN return 
to Bulgaria. The dispatch further says thata 
major and two captains of the Plovdiff Regi- 
ment, supported by the soldiers of the regi- 
ment, had joined in a plot to prevent Prince 
Alexander from leaving Bulgaria. The lead- 
ers in this conspiracy, the Neue Freie Presse 
adds, were placed under arrest, but were re- 
leased after his departure. 

RUSSIAN ASPIRATIONS. 

The Fremdenbiatt says: Those newspapers 
which speak of incorporating Russia and Bul- 
garia, reflect only Russian pan-slavist aspira- 
tions. The insinuations that Austria would

OUR CROPS, 


The September Report of the Department 
of Agriculture. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., September 10.—The 
September report of the Department of Agri- 
culture shows a Vetter yield of spring wheat 
than was expected a month ago. The im- 
provement is in the Northern belt, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and Dakota. In Nebraska there 
has been a decline; in Iowa little change. 
The general average is eighty-four, an increase 
of four points. The average yield of the crop 


so far as the results of threshing are reported 
exceeds 11 bushels, and may reach 1112 
bushels per acre. 

Threshing of winter wheat in the Ohio Valley 
givesa better returnthan was expected at 
harvest, and there is some improvement in 
Missouri and Kansas. 

In the Middie and Eastern States the per- 
centages of July are not materiaily changed. 
Inthe South the harvest was disappointing 
and rains injured the product in the shock. 
The returns indicate an average yield of about 
twelve and one-half bushels per acre. The 
entire wheat product will apparently exceed 
that of lust year by 80,000,000 to 90,000,00C bush- 
els. The exact determination of area bur- 
vested and results of threshing are easilyequiv- 
alentto a variation of at least 2 per cent. 
Corn has declined from sie in August to Je. 
In the States of principal production the 
status is as follows: Kentucky from 87c in 
August to 900 in September; Ohio, 880 to 89c; 
Michigan, Se in both returns; Indiana, 90c to 
920; Illinois deciines from 77e to 72c; Missouri, 
750 to 62c; Kansas, 72c to e; Nebraska, 76c to 
680; Iowa, 78c tu 67e. The loss west of Indiana 
is Caused by drouth. 

THE SOUTH ATLANTIC STATES. 

In the South Atiantic States there bas heen 
improvements, on the Gulf coast a slight im- 
provement, except in Texas where drouth has 
reduced condition. 

The present crop prospect, with no further 
decline is 19 per cent worse than last year and 
indicates over 2] bushels per acre, or nearly 
1, 600,000,000 bushels. 

The cotton returns show a vigorious condi- 
tion of the plant with lateness,and deticiency in 
fruiting. There has been improvement in most 
of the States, with a decided decline in Texas, 
and a little in Arkansae The indisputable re- 
duction of condition last month, in the South 
and west of Texas, has been emphasized in 
this return. 

The average of condition of the crop is 
sli-htly above that of August for the first time 
in September in fifteen years. With a lone 
and favorabie autump it indicates an average 
crop. Yeta decline in condition after this 
date is usual. Inseots have appeared in most 
of the States, with little loss 80 fur, more 
from the boil worm than from the caterpillar. 
The State averages of condition are: Virginia, 
77; North Carolina, 8; South Carolina, 81; 
Florida, 8; Georgia, 81; Alabama, 80; Missis- 
sippi, 82; Louisiana, 81; Texas, 76; Arkansas, 
93; Tennessee, 95 

The result of the threshing make the condi- 
tion of oats at harvest ninety-onc—asmall re- 
duction froin earlier expectations. The av- 
erage of barley is ninety-three, indicating an 
average crop. The condition of tobacco av- 
erages eighty-one. The number of fattening 
hoxs are apparently less by six per cent, with 
some reduction in average weight.

THE NOMINEE. 

Poindexter Dunn, who was renominated for 
Congress by the Democratic convention to- 
day, is a native of North Carolina, having 
been born in Wake County, in 18831 In 1856 
he removed to Arkansas, where he has since 
occupied a prominent place in public affairs. 
In 1858 he was elected to the State Legislature, 
and made a good record. He entered the 
Confederate army when the war commenced, 
and served to the end. He was a candidate 
for the Forty sixth Congress and was elected, 
and subsequently was re-elected to the Forty. 
seventh.Forty-eighth and Forty-ninth sessions 
of that body. In 1835 he made aspirited race 
forthe United States Senate, and withdrew 
only to end what promised to bea lenathy 
deadlock. During his long Oongressional 
career, he has shown himself zealous in be- 
half of Lis constituents, and has won the es- 
teem of the majority of the people in the dis- 
trict. His election is conceded, the opposi- 
tion being unable to und a candidate to run 
against him who has sufficient strength to poll 
more than a few thousand votes.

MADE IN THE NAME OF THE UNITED LA- 
BOR PARTY. 


Convention Called for October to Nominate 
a Full Ticket—Pitt Rowland’s Friends 
Meet to Discuss His Chances—The Union 
Veteran Vote-Knights of Labor in Poli- 
tics—Political Gossip. 


To-day several Knights of Labor were seen 
at Hurst’s Hotel, where they called to meet 
Master Workman McGuire.

GERONIMO. 


The Government Puzzled Regarding the 
Manner of the Hostile’s Punishment. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., September 10.—The War 
Department is in a dilemma as to the disposi- 
tion of Geronimo. He surrendered to Gen. 
Miles as a prisoner of war, and as such can 
neither be court-martialed nor tried by civil 
tribunals. Gen. Crook, six months ago, 
reported that he could get Geronimo as a pri- 
soner of war, but he was told tohunt him 
down as he would a murderer. The im- 
pression is that Miles has blundered in allow- 
ing Geronimo to surrender with military privi- 
leges. 


Mode of Trying the Prisoners. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., September 10.—General 
Drum, acting Secretary of War, has given in- 
structions that Geronimo, Natchez and the 
hostiles who surrendered with them, c 
be stopped at San Antonio, and kep 
in prison there until a determination is 


reached as to what course of procedure 
can be undertaken against them. It is officially 
known that the surrender was not made with- 
out conditions, but what the conditions were 
beyond the agreeinent that they should not be 
surrendered fortrialin Arizona, has not yet 


been reported. It was in compliance 
with this condition that Gen. 
Miles started with them for Florida. 


The determination of a course of procedure 
will probably be made by the President, but 
not until the terms of the surrender and all 
the attendant circumstances shall be officially 
known. With the present knowledge it seems 

robable that the offenders can neither 

e tried b a military court-martial 
nor by the civil authorities, but that they may 
be tried as the Modocs were—by a military 
commission. This is a tribunal for the 
institution of which there are many 
well-recognized precedents in our own 
history, though it is one which has 
as yet no recognition in statutory law. 

CRIMES OF THE PRISONERS. 

The atrocities of these priscners, terrible as 
they were, are not thought to be such as 
would. bring them within the jurisdic- 
tion of court-martial, which is 
very limited, nor would the civil 
courts, in the absence of witnesses, 
meet the requirements of the case, although 
the guilt is notorious. Under the circum- 
stances a military commission, which seems 


to be intermediate between a court-martial 
and the tribunal of Judge Lynch, 
and which is recognized by the 


leading publicists as a necessity under certain 
circumstances is, perhaps, the oniy court by 
which justice could be meted out to these 
murderers. It would, of coursé, be composed 
of military officers, and its pro- 
ceedings would be similar in  char- 
acter to those of a court martial. 
Little doubt is entertained by those who 
know the character of the Apaches, that there 
will be found among them a number who will 
readily betray Geronimo and the other leaders 
to save their own necks. 


A TEST CASE. 


Tried to Determine the Validity of the Cab 
Stand Ordinance. 


Louis C. Bohle, the liveryman, and Henry 
Coleman, one of his drivers, were tried in the 
First District Police Court this morning for 
occupying a hack-stand not designated by the 


police. It was a test case brought by the Cab- 
Owners’ Protective Association to test the 
validity of the ordinance which gives 
property owners power to ant a 
permit to hack owners to stand in front 
of their property, providing the Mayor ap- 
proves the permit. In this case it was au- 
mitted that Mr. Bohle had a 
permit from the Southern Hotel Com- 
pany approved by the Mayor to stand 
on Walnut street in front of the hotel, and 
that on the day in question Coleman, one of 
Bohle’s drivers, was standing there with a 
hack. Mr. Harvey, the attorney for the Cab 
Owners’ Association, held that the ordinance 
was illegal, because the Mayor, Manicipal As- 
sembly or no other person or body had power 
to give up a public street for 
private use or to delegate such 
ower to other parties. Bohle, it 
s claimed, has a contract with the Southern 
hotel and pays them 8,000 a year for the exclu- 
sive privilege of standing in front of the hotel. 
Mr. Harvey claimed that if a hack 
stand was erected there it could 
not be a private one, but must be open to all 
hack owners. Judge Cady took this view of 
the case and entered a fine of $10 and 
costs in the case. An appeal will be 
taken and the validity of the ordinance thor- 
oughly tested. Christopher, the cabman who 
was fined last week for occupying the private 
stand at the Southern Hotel, was fined by con- 
gent in order to test the law.

The vibrations were from north of east to 
south of west. They were not felt in San 
Francisco.

DR. ENGELBERT VOERSTER NW -ANOTHER 
SALOON FIGHT. 


The Pugnacious Doctor, However, Meets His 
Match—A Physician’s Propensity for Slug- 
ging and the Number of Times it Has 
Brought Him Into Trouble—A Record in 
the Courts that Is Appalling. 


Dr. Engelbert Voerster has at last met his 
match: About II o’clock last night he 
entered Tony Fanst’s saloon and ap- 
proached a table where Abraham 
Michael and a party of friends were convers- 
ing. Voerster forsome unknown cause was 
soon exchanging hot words with 
Michael, and before any one was aware 
of the high pitch which his anger had taken he 
planted a blow on Michael's jaw. Michael 
went out into the street and procured a rock 
and going back into the saloon accosted 
Voerster, who was at that time engaged ina 


quatrel with the barkeeper. Voerster 
turned and was about to strike 
Michael again, when the latter 


executed a quick movement with his right in 
which the rock was clasped, striking Voerster 
on the left jaw and causing blood to flow 
from his mouth. Sergeant O’Malley made 


his appearance just this moment and 
took both men into custody. After 
Voerster and Michael had been taken 
to the stations their respective 


friends became involved in a dispute and 
James W. Carter, a friend of Voerster’s, 
drew a revolver and thrust it in the face of 
one of Michael's friends. Carter was ar- 
rested. 

IN COURT. 

The cases against Dr. Engelbert Voerster, 
Abraham Michael and James W. Oarter, who 
were engaged in the row at Tony 
Faust's last evening, were all docketed 
for hearing inthe First District Police Court 
this morning. Michael and Voerster were up on 
counter-charges of disturbing the peace and 
there was a charge of disturbing the peace and 
a case of carrying concealed weapons against 
Carter. The latter had both his 
cases continued until the 15th, 
next Wednesday. When the cases of Voerster 
and Michael were called the big six-foot-four 
doctor and his little 120 pound opponent 
stepped up to the ar. oerster 
had already sworn to information for a war- 
rant against Michael for assault and battery 
and Mr. Estep, Voerster’s attorney, stated 
that the case of Michael might be nolle prose- 
quied so far as he and his client were 
concerned, as they had taken out a warrant 
against him inthe Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, and intended prosecuting bim there. As 
they could not prosecute him in both courts 
for the same offense they would drop the case 
in the Police Oourt. 

Michael had no attorney, but City Attorney 
Dyer thought this action eminently unfair to 
Michael, as, if the cases were dismissed 
in the Police Court, the young man 
would be the only defendant in the upper 
court. On consulting the police he found that 
the city could make outa case of disturbing 
the peace against each without using Voerster 
asa witness. 

Mr. Estep said that it the city covld make 
out the case themselves all right,but his client 
did notintend to prosecute Michael in the 
Police Court as it would bar out the prosecu- 
tion above. They were ready for trial. 

Michael stated that he was not, as he had no 
witnesses and wanted to summon some. 

Judge Cady then continued both cases until 
next Thursday, the 16th. 

Voerster had a discoloration and swelling on 
the left side of his mouth, where Michael 
struck bim with a stone, and Michael hada 


slight bruise on his forehead where 
Voerster’s fist landed on him. Tom 
Keily was present with Voerster and 


left the building with him. Michael was 
arrested by Deputy-Sheriff Fortin on the war- 
rant for assuult and battery issued against 
him. and taken up-stairs where he gave bond 
with his father as security. 
A BSLUGGING RECORD. 

The slugging propensities of Dr. Voerster 
have given him a record in the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction and Police Court that have 


been equalled by very few. On July 
18, 1876, he whipped Charles Hymen 
and was fined $1 and costs 


in the Court of Criminal Correction for the of- 
tense, the charge being assault and battery. 


The Clerk’s and Pigpsecuting Attorney’s 
fees were stayed, leaving the good 
doctor but 52.50 to pay. On the 2th 


of the same month be was arrested on a 
warrant charging him with riotously disturb- 
ing the peace, but the ca was never prose- 
cuted, and was dismissed at the prosecutor’s 
costs. His next appearance inthe Court ot 
Criminal Correction was in Aut ust, 1879, when he 
was charged with assaultiag to kill Jacob 
Vogel of 416 Carondelet avenue, now South 
Broadway. The belligerent doctor threw 
glasses, bottles, te., a Vogel, but the latter did 
not see the case through and Voerster again 
escaped punishment. His next o. euse was to 
assault John Gunter on August 12, 1878. 
On the 2th of the sume month 
a guilty to the assauit and battery 
and was fined $3 and costs. Februarv 4, 1881, 
he pleaded guilty to assaulting John Vo- 
gel and was fined $30 and costs, foot- 
ing up . The following day he 
had to pay costs for breaking a peace warrant 
Vogel took out against him before Justice 
Taaffe, the costs amounting to $33.60. On the 
goth of July of las year he assauited John E. 
Haggarty in Scnmidt’s saloon on Olive 
between Fifth and Sixth strects, but healed u 

the trouble, andanolle prosequi was entere 

in the charge of assault an. battery that Hag- 
gerty had preferred against the doctor. This 
bas been his last appearance up to date in that 
court as a defendant. 

He was aiso before the Criminal Court once, 
but escaped punishment. Several years ago 
Police Officer Blind of the Second District 
attempted to arrest Voerster, and the big 
doctor gave a sudden spring at him, 
wrested his club from his hand and beat him 
overthe head with it, knocking one of his 


eyes out and ruining him for life. The 
Grand-jury indicted Voerster for as- 
sault to kill, but through 


influence he had the indictment quashed in 
tbe Criminal Court. Detective Ed. Fiynn also 
had trouble with the doctora few years ago. 
Flynn was a patrolman at the time and 
was on a car on which Voerster was 
raising considerable disturbance. The con- 
ductor wanted bim put off, and when Flynn 
undertook to eject the doctor tbe latter 
showed fight, and the officer was hurt con- 
siderably in the tussle. 

Voerster’sname also appears anumber of 


times on the records of the First 
District Police Court. In January, 
1881, a case of disturbing the peace 


against him was nolle prosequied. He next 
eame before the court on April 9, 188, when 


there were two charges of disturbin 
the peace A we him. He pal 
the costs N one case ag d 


the other was then nolle prosequied. The 1 
of last June he was up ag on the same 
there being counter - charge 


charge, a 
against K. Powers, with whom he 
had a fight. He madeup with Powers, and 


the cases against both were dismissed on pay- 
ment of coste each. This morning Voerster 
was up on his fifth charge in this particular 
court. All the cases were fights. 

But the number of times he has been in 
court does not, by any means, Indicate the 
number of hts in which he has been en- 
gaged, as one-half the time heis not hauled 


into court. e has a happy fac- 
ulty for selecting very email men 
for opponents, and usually has an casy time 


getting away with them. He has made afew 
mistakes, however, and knows what 
it is to come out second 
best in a hand-to-hand encounter. He picked 
a tight with Justice James McCaffery once and 
has tted it ever since. M 
hit r so hard that the doctor 
thought the heavens had fallen on him. The 
were separated before McCuffery could finis 
the job and Voerster went around threatening 
to whip him on sight.

FAMILY DIFFERENCES. 


Some Striking Instances Developed in the 
Civil War. 


F. A. B. in Philadelphia Times. 


During the war there were several striking 
instances of family differences over the ques- 
tions at issue. Johg J. Crittenden of Kentucky 
bad two sons, on3in the Confederate and the 
other in the Unt n army. Right here in 
Pennsylvania we had a very notable case 
of the same sort. The two McAllister 
boys wall be remembered by many of the Times’ 
readers. They lived up in Juniata County. 
Tom McAllister was a member of our Legisia- 
ture ut least one term and then went South. 
Robert McAllister, his brother, drifted over 
into New Jersey and became acitizen of that 
State. When the war broke out Tom entered 
the Confederate army and became a brigadier- 
general. Robert McAllister stood by the 
Union and commanded a brigade on our side 
of the fight. hatin swore gd these two brothers 
struck each other hard biows in the flerce fur- 
nace of war. Time after time they threw their 
brigades against each other with terrific 
force, each probably fighting harder against 
the other for the pride in their cause, which 
the ties of blood not only did not diminish, but 
increased. 

But the most touching case comes to me 
from Montgomery, Ala. Col. Tom Jones, who 
was Gen. Gordon’s chief of artillery and a 
mighty strong solder himself, tells it to me. 
I think it was Jones who fired the last artillery 
shots on the Contederte side at Appomattox. 
In Bath County, Virginia, there lives a very 
prominentfamily by the name of Terrill. Be- 
fore the wat it cut considerable of a swath in 
the social and political life of that section. 
When the war broke out William H. Terrill, 
one ofthe sons, took to the Union side, and 
soon became a soldier of great promise. He 
was killed while leading a brigade at Perry- 
ville, where the gallant Jackson fell, and 
where Gen. Lytle, who wrote ‘‘I am Dying, 
Evypt, Dying, was wounded. His death was 
a sad one, for he was 8 reaching after the 
flower of great fame. It is easy for me to re- 
call the circumstances of his heroic fall when 
some of the bravest ond the best of the Second 
Michigan Cavalry followed this gallant soldier 
to the unseen land. 

Gen. Terrill’s brother went into the Confed- 
rate army and while leading his brigade at 
Cold Harbor was killed. The father brought 
the remains of his two gallant sons home and 
buried them on the farm where both had spent 
their childhood duys and where they had 
grown to manhood and there parted over a 
question of duty to State or nation. Both had 
lain down their lives for their sentiments. Be- 
tween the simple graves of the two boys the 
father has erec a marble slab. A most 
touching inscription is cut in the white stone. 
It chides neither one. It expresses faith in 
the tor and leaves bim to judge of his two 
heroes’ conduct. It is a simple lime and reads:

The Whip and Satchel.“ 
From the London Dally News. 

The third of a series of public meetings un- 
der the auspices of the ‘‘Whip and Satchel’’ 
Defence Association was held to protest 
against the excessive Lours of labor and the 
absence of Sunday rest imposed upon tram- 


in their wages without proper cause. Sir 
John Bennett occupied the chair. The fact 
that the men had to work sixteen hours and 
sometimes seventeen hours a day, inclusive 
of Sundays, was a state of things which de- 
manded the attention of the directors of tram 
and bus companies. The men got nominally 
31s. 6d. per week, but these wages were sub- 
ject to stoppages ior damages and fines, which 
amounted frequently to 4 shillings and 5 
shillings per week. fir John pointed out that 
in Birmingham the men similarly employed 
were only required to work twelve hours per 
day, and in his opinion it was bad policy on 
the part of London employers to so oyerwork 
their men as to break down their health and 
good humor, and so unfit them for their du- 
ties. He knew that from the present state of 
the labor market men could always be ob- 
tained who, for the sake of their wives ond 
families, would work any number of hours; 
but, although politival economy always ad- 
vised purchase in the cheapest market, he did 
not believe the rule, which was perfectly right 
as to goods, applied to the lives of men. He 
pointed out that one tramway company had 
recently paid 8% per cent and an omnibus 
company 12% per cent dividends, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the directors and 
shareholders ought not to grudge the im- 
provement ofthe wages of their servants, 
who labored to produce that dividend by 1 per 
cent of it. 


A Lesson in Arithmetic.

Harry Wilkes is faster this year than ever 
before, and it is claimed that he can lower his 
record of 2:14%4 almost any time that he is 
asked to. At Hartford last Thursday Oliver 
K. won the $10,000 race in five heats, the first 
and second being won by Belle F. in 2:15% and 
2:15%. In the second heat he wus beatena 
head. He came right back the next 
heat in 2:16, and that settled his com- 
petitors. After the race he was purchased 
by Bud Doble for Charles Schwartz of 
this city. Mr. Schwartz is not only not afraid 
to start him against Belle F., but is anxious to 
enter him inthe proposed sweepstakes against 
that mare and Harry Wilkes. Doble objected 
to the admission of Belle F. into the race to 
be trotted to-day atthe State Fair becuuse he 
had paid his entrance and did not propose to 
let in anybody that had not even made an 
entry. He made up his mind to stick for 
his rights and the State Fair officials yielded 
to him. Belle F. started out this sea- 
son, doing very poorly, but she has improved 
with every race, and really appears to be get- 
ting faster every week. If she shows any im- 
provement on ber Hartford form it will take 
a rare one to beat her. That the race will be 
arranged is quite assured, and thatit will be 
one of the greatest trotting contests ever 
known, and also a heavy betting event, may 
confidently be predicted. Lovers of the trot- 
ting horse will be here fromall parts of the 
country to see it.

Payments to Authors. 


From the New York WORLD. 

John Smith, the unknown literary aspi- 
rant, receives $25 for a story in a maga- 
zine. Henry Jones, the foremost living 
novelist, gets 00 for a tale of the same 
length. The discrepancy is extreme, but 
Is it just?

But suppose the unknown Smith’s pro- 
duction is as good as the celebrated 


Jones’s; should Smith in that case receive 


as much as Jones? Morally speaking, yes; 
but the moral right is here only incidental 
to the pecuniary question. The classic 
meed for literary renown isthe laurel 
wreath. Were 900 checks as easy to come 
by, commercially, as laurel wreaths—or if 
authors wrote for glory alone, instead of 


for money as well—tben, doubtless, Smith 


would get his deserts. But so long as the 


$500 check continues to imply the laurel 


wreath, or vice versa—so long as glory is 
inseparable from remuneration—so long 
must Smith resign himself to foregoing 
both. 

Nothing would suit editors better than 
to make payments exclusively in laurel, 
proportioning the number of leaves in 
the wreath to the literary excellence of 
the article, and if authors would agree to 
these terms, literature would unquestion- 
ably be the gainer. In the present consti- 
tution of soviety, of course, they cannot 
agree tothem; but meanwhile, if anybody 
be to biame, it is neither the editors nor 
the public, but the authors themselves. 

When Smith cannot — produce a 
single story as good as Jones, but can show 
a life-long record equal to his, then will 
his relation to the editorial pocket-book 
be no longer that of Smith, but of Jones. 
And if his quality be really sound he 
ought not to grudge the delay.

Another very interesting move is on foot 
among the Episcopalians. It has reference to 
giving Bishop Tuttle a reception on his return 
to St. Louis. The plans are yet in embryo, but 


they are receiving the warmest encouragement 
from every parish in the city.

THE NORTHEASTERN COUNTIES ENJOYING 
GREAT PROSPEBITY. 


Grayson County and Sherman Its County Seat 
-A Typical Texas Town—Growth and Be- 
sources—A Railroad Center. 


Correspondence of the PosT-DISPATCH. 

SHERMAN, Tex., September 4.—For the past 
two months the people of the Northern States 
have heard from this State, in the way of ap- 
Deals for help for sufferers from the great 
drouth of 1886.

THE CYCLERS’ CARNIVAL, 


ENTHUSIASTIC BALLY OF THE WHEELMEN 
LAST NIGHT. 


Preparations for the Great Illuminated Pa- 
rade—Demon and Humpty Dumpty Squads 
to Be Organized—A Weird and Picturesque 
Procession Promised—Line of March 
Members of the Various Battalions. 


The question, what§will the iliaminated 
parade do for the cyclists of St. Louis was de- 
cisively answered last night by the biggest 
meeting of wheelmen that ever assem- 
bled in St. Louis and the greatest 
enthusiasm and unanimity on one theme ever 
displayed by local cyclists. Early in the even- 
ing the wheels began to gather around Uhbrig’s 
Cave Hall, and by opening time, 8 o'clock, 
several hundred wheels were flaring their hub 
lamp-lights about the hall's entrance. 


The meeting was organized by the election 
of Mr. D. A. P. Cooke as chairman, who at 
once gavean address relating the principal 
purposes of the parade, how the opportunity 
of showing the business interests of the city 
what wheelmen could do when they 
worked together. Other remarks were 
ma by some of the enthusiastic members, 
who aroused the boys to such a degree of fer- 
vor that when the chair called for an ex- 
pression of intention regarding entering the 
parade there was a unanimous uprising, some 
standing on chairs, waving bats and cheering.

The Flambeau Battalion will be composed of 
atricycie in the center surrounded by ten 
riders on bicycles shooting off roman candles, 
and the rest carrying torches. They will 
move in the procession in the order of a 
square as much as possible. 

The Humpty Dumpty squad is an origina) 
idea of the Grand Marshal. The members of 
this will be dressed as clowns with cap and 
bells which will jingie merrily as they ride 
along.

The latter said they 
did not at any time anticipate war as 
a result of the Cutting matter. it was too in- 
significant. ‘‘And then the treaty of Guada- 
lupe Hidalgo of 1847 containsa provision that 
whenever the two powers cannot settle a 
difficulty between themselves they shall refer 
the whole matter to a friendly third power. 
War is an impossibility between the two Re- 

ublics if that provision is observed.

It is found that however brilliant 
may be the service itobtainsin places where 
the ordinary local mail deliveries have been 
customarily infrequent, it does not shine con- 
spicuousin New York, where the system is 
exceptionally good and, well carried out 
without the ‘‘special’’ impetus of a blue 10- 
centstamp. It does not expedite matters at 
all in the transmission between mail points. 
It seemply facilitates local delivery from the 
last mail to which is sent the letter to which it 
is affixed, and that in New York is as expe- 
ditious as possible anyway.

PARIS IN SUMMER. 


DOING THE FRENCH CAPITAL IN THE WEE 
HOURS OF THE MORNING. 


An American’s Curious &Study—The Early 
Risers and Workers—Washing and Clean- 
ing the Streets—A Visit to the Attractive 
Suburbs of Paris—Donkey Rides—The Re- 
sort of the Artistic Colony. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH: 

New Lokk, September 10.—The Paris cor- 
respondent of the Times, under date of 
August 20, writes as follows: The summer, 80 
far in Paris, has been, to say the least of it, a 
strange one. Moist, heavy, sultry heat has 
alternated in deplorable regularity with 
stormy intervals of rain, hail and wind. At 
no time has the city been at all pleasant and 
I still agree with many others that to sum- 
mer here and to fly away South 
about November 1, remaining away until Feb- 
ruary, one would realize more than the aver- 
age amount of human holiday’s happiness. 
A friend of mine, an American, saturated with 
a desire for investigation, has just given me a 
result of bis night watches. When he in- 
formed me, a few. weeks since, that he was 
going not only to make one night of it but sev- 
eral, well—I came to a conclusion derroga- 
tory to my friend's interest, and 
for which Ihave since mentally apologized. 
My voluntary informant came to think that 
Paris in the wee hours in the morning was a 
curious study and, as he is enduring the agony 
of a protracted sojourn ina French family to 
learn the language, over on the other side of 
the river, he concluded to study out the origin 
and cause of those many and varied noises 
that were so disturbing to bis slumbers. In 
the first place, he states that at 8 o’clock isthe 


only hour when one can hear the 
bells from the neighboring church. At 
3:30 the market wagons begin to roll. In 


these sleep the marketwomen. Young, old 
and wrinkied . 
TAKE A SNOOZE 

— their horses jog along. Just then the 
ump-lighter begins his rounds and soon ex- 
tinguishes the gas. On and on the procession 
passes, bringing thousands of workers, with- 
out counting those who live from their busi- 
ness, but who never come into town. Next 
come the flowers to supply all the markets and 
some of the large dealers. Then the butchers’ 
wagons begin to appear, the bloody masses 
being hidden under white sheets, looking 
under the gray sky like so many tiny snow- 
hills. After daylight fairly shows the scene, 
the small wagons begin to appear in empty 
expectation on their way to market, where 
they are to be overloaded for street selling. 
The pohce shake up the bench sleepers and 
kick out the corner slumbering vagrants, at 


about the same hour that the work- 
men saunter forth, at 5, when the 
sun fairiy rushes in to caress the 


closed shutters, for Paris, rich Paris, awakens 
only five or six hours hence. It is now that 
the daily bath is given to the streets, and 
water plunges down the gutters and the men 
sweep it off across to the opposite sidewaik, 
while cleanly dressed women in the intervals 
of gossip brush down the dust and polish up 
the stones with their stiff stick brooms. This 
precedes the individual enterprise of the con- 
cierges, who give the polishing touches to 
front doors before they read the papers of 
their tenants. 
ON THE WATER. 

This same friend of mine has been doing the 
neighborhood of Paris instead of railroading 
up the Righi, or taking in thecholera with 
the Italian lakes, and he has concluded that it 
will require active service forthree summers 
to Unis up this self-imposed task. He spent 
one day at Asnieres, watching the ridiculous 
fishermen, more interesting boat canotiers. 
He Says that in spite of fuppish 
dress, the canotiers do some good 
pulting, and only the snobs 
paddle about near the Trianon, where a nois 
orchestra invites the festive to cancan mani- 
festations. He went to Nanterre one morn- 
ing, but found no crowning of the maiden 
princess, and as there is nothing to be seen in 
the town itself, he pushed out to Malmaison. 
It requires a good deal of poetry and unworsted 
historical learning to people the picturesque 
home of Josephine. Notwithstanding the 
Sylvan beauty of the park the piace is de- 
serted. One can have good fishing here 
and at Marly, beyond, near the large water- 
wheel which turns to supply the towns on the 
heights. You may easily row to the Chateau 
on the other side or else to Poissy. This is 
usually all done in a day, but the tramp or 
ride would well repay several visits, even 
without including St. Germain, where every 
respectable Parisian goes several times a sea- 
son to eat pea soup, filet blarnaise, und 
salmon with green sauce, at the pavilion. I 
doubt of * stranger finding his way to 
Sunners or Herblay and vet they all climb 
Notre Dame to see the panorama of Paris. 
From the mill site at the first mentioned place, 
a glorious view can be had, and if you follow 
the hili tops it becomes a continued charming 
tableau of picturesque scenery. Every one 
goes out to Enghein and through the Mont- 
— forests, where young and old chil- 

ren 

DELIGHT IN DONKBY RIDES. 

There isa sulphur spring here, and from 
this came the first settlement, causing larger 
hotels to be built and more extravayant ac- 
commodation than would otherwise exist. 
The society is mixed owing to the adoption of 
the prettiest sites by adventurous women of 
venerable age, but if F.ngettien is all sugges- 
tive, Montmorency is all beauty and surprise 
and as old as the hills themselves. Musset 
sang its legend and every lesser poet has had 
ors to say about its charm and soll- 

ude. 

People rush off to Fontainebleau and do it in 
one day when a month would scarcely suffice 
and then it would entail hard work, and as for 
Barbizon, itis like the page from a novel 
only that it could be enlarged to a chapter, 
and this without attempt at study or inspec- 
tion ot the artistic colony as famous as the 
place itself. Nearer to Paris is Vincennes 
with its chalets of the Yellow Dove, where no 
stranger ever goes and few Parisians, 
in fact, because the Gare is far 
off and the surroundings unpleasant.

A WONDERFUL CASE. 


Miss Lamont Cured of Paralysis at a Monas- 
tery in Hoboken. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New YorRK, September 10.—Last Saturday 
afternoon in the Monastery in West Hoboken 
torty Catholics awaited their turn to go to 
confession. About 3 o'clock there arrived at 
the Monastery a party of eight persons in two 
carriages. Among them was a Mies Lamont, 
who, after having been helped from the car- 
riage, approached the altar on crutches. She 
had beén a sufferer from paralysis of the 
left side for years. She knelt at the 
altar rail and prayed for some time. 
The rest of the party, relatives or intimate 
friends of the young woman, kneit in front. 
Shortly afterward the Rev. Father Albino, a 
member of the Order of the Passionist Fathers, 
leaving the vestry, slowly approached the 
kneeling young woman and asked her to re- 
cite some prayers. This done, he brought 
from the altar a relic of the bones of St. Paul 
of the cross. Then he recited the Litany of 


the Saints and other prayers in Latin, 
rubbin the case in which the bones 
were incased over the young woman's 
afflicted side. 


After this he 8 the 
altar rail and — devoutly for some 
minutes. Approaching the afflicted one again 
he said quietiy: ‘‘Arise, my child. This 
she did with the aid of the crutches. 
Lay the crutches on the aitar footstool 
and walk fearlessiy to a pew, remembering 
that fuith is everything and without it one 
cannot be cured,’’ said Father Aibino. Miss 
Lamont laid down, first, the crutch from her 
right and seemed to lose the support on 
the other side. Her friends, meanwhile, were 
looking anxiously but 1 on. 
Father Albino Seay lifted her off the other 
crutch and the young lady walked first in fear 
and trembling, and afterward with a firm 
tread to the first pew to the left of the centre 
aisie. On entering the pew she stood erect 
and with her hands above her head, said, loud 
enough to enable all in the vast charch to hear

with those of all present she knelt and prayed. 
Rev. Father Albino approached the altar rall- 
ing, and leaning over and extending his arms 
across the railing said feelingly: ‘‘May God 
bless you, my child.“ He then repaired to 
the vestry, and was followed by two or three 
members of the party. Miss Lamont long 
continued to pray, and her tears were 
mingled with those of. an elderly lady 
kneeling beside her, apparently her mother. 
A littie later those who had entered 
the vestry approached the lady, and 
after a hurried consuitation they walked down 
the aisle. When the Post-DISPATCH corre- 
spondent called at the rectory last evening all 
was as sombre as the grave, the members of 
the order being secluded. In answer to the 
ring one member of the order opened the door 

ith a claung which was suggestive of monas- 
tic life. When questioned the Reverend 
Father remarked meekly thata young woman 
had been cured on Saturday last, but added 
that it was by God's grace. Orutches 
and canes innumerable are piled 
at the monastery. The members of the order 
sinile when asked the meaning of this, and say 
that itis God's will. Mrs. Kerrigan, who lives 
on Bloomfield street, Hoboken, said that with 
two friends sbe witnessed the cure of Miss 
Lamont, and that the scene was the most 
impressive she had ever seen.

KERN’S EEL. 


A Pennsylvania Farmer who Possesses a 
Living Barometer. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DIsPaTCH. 

' KERNSVILLE, Pa., September 10—In the sum- 
mer of 1868 Peter Kern of Washington town- 
ship caught a small eel on a set line and put it 
inawell in his yard. The eel is still in the 
well and is four feet long and eight inches in 
diameter about the middle. It has gained a 
wide reputation as a weather prophet, as it is 
an infallible foreteller of rain. From the time 


the eel was put into the well until the present 
time it has kept itself concealed among 
the stones at the bottom, except at irregular 
intervals,when it would appear on the surface 
ofthe water, where it would swim about for 
hours and then disappear azain. It waa finally 
noticed that these appearances of the eel were 
followed by rain within a day or two. For 
over fifteen years this living barometer has 
proved infallible. No one ever passes the 
Kern place without inquiring whether the eel 
has been seen ately, and instead 
of the question one asks everywhere 
else, Do you think we'll have rain?’’ the in- 
quiry in the neighborhood is ‘‘What does the 
eel say?’’ In haying or harvest farmers for 
miles around send every day for intelligence 
oftheeel. In times of drouth the weather 
rophet is also the constant object of inquiry. 
he eel not only gives warning of apprvach- 
ing rain, butits appearance in the weil any 
day during a storm in a sure indication that 
the storm will last a day longer. The longest 
time the eel was ever concealed was during 
the memorable drouth of 1876. The eel op- 
eared on July 9. It rained the l0th and lith. 
rom then until October 16 the eel was not 
seen, and in all that time there was no rain. 
The eel never appears to foretell thunder show 
The sight of Kern’s weather prophet in 
the well any time during that summer would 
have been the cause for general thanksyiving, 
but when he put in an appearance 
it was too late to do that year’s crops any 
good. The eel came to the surface of the 
water October 16, and was in sight all day and 
part of the 17th. On the 18th occurred the great 
rainstorm that lasted nearly a week and did as 
much damage as the 7 weather had done. 
A peculiarity of this eel is that it will have no 
other kind of fishin the well. Trout, catfish 
and other fish have been put in the well, but 
the eel kills them.
